More Platitudes Than 


Predictions 


Tradition insists that newspa- 


pers print year-end reviews and 
editorials, and time was when the 
preparing of such pieces was an 
enjoyable duty. The year s best 
stories were assembled, weighed 
and weeded out. Then the writer 
made his selection with comment 
which, he hoped, lent some new 
significance to the happenings in 
one arbitrary division of time. 


This year, however, the task has 


8 peculiar difficulty. Anyone at- 
tempting an appraisal of A. D. 
1945 probably has spent most of 
his time, as we did. in trying to 
sidestep platitudes and avoid the 
obvious. 


But it was no use. It was clear 


that everyone realized we had just 
passed through one of the most 
eventful years in history. Every- 
body could name the historic land- 
marks. Everybody could and, if not 
beaten to it, did say that "the 
dawn of 19-16 finds tho world 
standing on the threshold of the 
atomic age". 


So it seemed there was nothing 


new to say about 1945. What about 
the New "Year, then ? 
We might 


have sought to join the intrepid 
little band of journalists and deep 
things who annually go out on a 
limb with predictions of xvhnt the 
next 12 months will bring. But we 
kept thinking how unimpressive 
their batting- averages always look 
at the end of the season. 


Perhaps, then, it would be safer 


to let the curbstone chroniclers of 
current histoiy make their own 
guesses on what the future.holds 
in store. Why not seek out that 
Man in the Street who ie always 
being interviewed anyway, and put 
him to work once more? 


A random sampling of opinion 


confirmed the suspicion that the 
peace of 1945 had left the Man in 
the Street with a pessimistic hang- 
over. We were assured that gov- 
ernment control is ruining busi- 
ness, that big business is leading 
us down the road to another de- 
pression, that labor is driving us 
toward inflation and, unless quick- 
ly curbed, will take over every-

Most often, we were assured that 
nothing mattered 
much anyway, 


because war was inevitable and 
the world was going to be blown 
apart by atomic bombs. 


The only encouraging aspect of 


all this was that the nearer one 
gets to the head of government, 
the less pessimism one finds. Pres- 
ident T r u m a n and 
Secretary 


Byrnes (whom we didn't inter- 
view) seem a lot less dispirited 
that the Man in the Street. May- 
be they're kidding themselves or 
us. but at least they do seem a 
trifle cheerful. 


Since our most fateful decisions 


will be made by M1 Truman and 
Mr, Byrnes. Mr. A. lee. and Mr. 
Bevin, Mr. SI aim and Mr. Molotov, 
plus a handful of others anyway. 
however 
much we 
talk 
about 


democracy, there may be some 
hope to be gained from 
their 


cheerfulness. There may even be 
some cheer to be gained from the 
gloomy but realistic attitude of the 
Man In the Street. 


That attitude seems to say. "We 


don't think you've performed any 
miracles, gentlemen, in bringing 
order out of postwar chaos. 
We 


don't expect many miracles from 
you in 19-16. We can fight and win 
wars for you, but we're excluded 
from your secret diplomacy. If you 
do a good job, expect more silent 
surprise than wild applause. Al 
the same, gentlemen, we know you 
have a hard job. Try, and try hard 
to do it well. We'll do nil we can 
to help, and we'll pray for you— 
and for ourselves.

The impressment of Americnn sea- 
men would not have been re- 
garded as a harmless pastime in 
the early 1800's, nor would tlie 
Kaiser have been so easily dis- 
posed to avenge the, dentil ot the 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand in 1914 
with a world war, r.or Adolf Hitler 
have been quite so iiuck to break 
the peace, if over these years the 
United States had been recognized 
by the war mongers as a nation 
immediately to be reckoned with. 


The peacetime army must not 


only be prepared for immediate 
mobilization of an effective war 
army, but it must have m reserve 
the weapons needed for the first 
months of the fighting and clear 
cut plans for immediately produc- 
ing 
the tremendous 
additional 


quantities of materiel necessary in 
total war. \\'s must never again 
face a great national crisis with 
ammunition lacking to serve our 
guns, few guns to tire, and no 
decisive procedures for procuring 
vital arms m sufficient quantities. 


The- necessity for continuous re- 


search into the military ramifica- 
tions of man's scientific advance 
is now clear to all and it should 
not be too dillicuH to obtain the 
necessary appropriations for this 
purpose during peacetime. There 
is, however, always much reluc- 
tance to expenditure of funds for 
improvement of war-m.iking in- 
struments, 
particularly w h e r e 


there is no peacetime usefulness 
in the product. 


The development of combat air-

been somewhat ignored—the de- 
velopment of expeditious methods 
for the mass production of war 
materiel. Tins is of great impor- 
tance since it determines how 
quickly we can mobilize our re- 
sources if war comes and how 
large and costly our reserve stocks 
of war materiel must be. Sei ious1 
thought and planning along this 
line can save millions of tax dol-j 
lars.

We can be certain that the next'' 


war, if there is one, will be even' 
more total than this one . The na- 
ture of war is such that once it 
begins it can end only as tins one 
is ending, in tlie destmction of the 
vanquished, and it should be as- 
sumed that another reconversion 
from peace to war production will 
take place initially under enemy 
distant bombardment. Industrial 
mobilization plans must be found- 
ed on these assumptions and so 
organised that they will meet 
them and any other situation that 
may develop. Yet they must in no 
way retard or inhibit tlie course 
ot peacetime production. 


If this Nation is to remain great 


it must bo«ir in mind now and m 
the future that war is not the 
choice of those who wish passion- 
ately for peaco. It is the choice 
of those who are willing to iesort 
to violence for political advantage. 
We can fortify ourselves against 
disaster. I am convinced, by the 
measures I have here outlined. In 
tho.se protections we can face the 
future with a roasvnable hope for 
tlie best ami \\ ith quiet assurance 
that i-ven though the worst may 
coi:ie. we are pit-pared for it.

Tradition insists that newspa- 


pers print year-end reviews arid 
editorials, and time was when the 
preparing of such pieces was an 
enjoyable duty. The year s best 
stories were assembled, weighed 
and weeded out. Then the writer 
made his selection with comment 
which, he hoped, lent .some new 
significance to the happenings in 
on« arbitrary division of time. 


This year, however, the task has 


Anyone at- 
tempting an appraisal of A. D. 
1945 probably has spent most of 
his time, as we did. in trying to 
sidestep platitudes and avoid the 
obvious. 


But it was no use. It. was clear 


that everyone realized we had just 
passed through one of the most 
eventful years in history. Every- 
body could name the historic land- 
marks. Everybody could and. if not 
beaten to it. did say that "the 
dawn of 1946 finds the 
world 


standing on the threshold of the 
atomic age". 


So it seemed there was nothing 


new to say about 1945. What about 
the New Year, then ? We might 
have sought to join the intrepid 
little band of journalists and deep 
things who annually go out on a 
limb with predictions of what the 
next 12 months will bring. But we 
kept thinking how unimpressive 
their batting averages always look 
at the end of the season. 


Perhaps, then, it would be safer 


to let the curbstone chroniclers of 
current history make their own 
guesses on what the future holds 
in store. Why not seek out that 
Man in the Street who is always 
being interviewed anyway, and put 
him to work once more? 


A random sampling of opinion 


confirmed the suspicion thnt the 
peace of 1945 had left the Man in 
the Street with a pessimistic hang- 
over. We were assured that gov- 
ernment control is ruining busi- 
ness, that big business is leading 
us down the road to another de- 
pression, that labor is driving us 
toward inflation and, unless quick-

total war. \Ve must never again 
face n great national crisis with 
ammunition lacking to serve our 
guns, few guns to tire, and no 
derisive procedure.*, for procuring 
vital arms in sufficient quantities. 


The necessity for continuous re- 


search into tlie military ramifica- 
tions of man's scientific advance 
is now clear to all and it should 
not be too dillirult to obtain the 
necessary appropriations fur thi> 
purpose during peacetime. There 
is, however, always much reluc- 
tance to expenditure of funds for 
improvement of war-making in- 
struments, 
particularly w h e r e 


there is no peacetime usefulness 
in the product.

vanquished, and it should be as- 
sumed that another reconversion 
from peace to war production will 
take place initially under enemy 
distant bombardment. Industrial 
mobilization plans must be found- 
ed on these assumptions and so 
organized that they will meet 
them and any other situation that 
may develop. Yet they must in no 
way retard or inhibit the course 
ot peacetime production. 


If this Nation is to remain great 


it must butir m mind now and in 
the future that w:u- is not the 
dunce of those who wish passion- 
ately for pe.uv. It is the choice 
of those who are willing to resort 
to violence for political advantage. 
We can fortify ourselves against 
disaster. I am convinced, by the 
measures I have here outlined. In 
these protections we can face the 
future with n reasonable hope for 
the best and \\ith quiet assurance 
that even though the vivst may 
come, we are prepared for it.
